Washington U. Will Build Cancer 


Costing $900,000 


Project for Study of Sciences Related to Dis- 
ease to Be Part of Medical School 
| . $450,000 Federal Grant. 


Construction of a $900,000 lab- 
oratory building for research “in 
basic sciences related to cancer” 
will be begun immediately by 
Washington University, it was an- 
jnounced today by Chancellor Ar- 
thur H. Compton. Funds for the 
structure come equally from the 
university and the United States 
Public Health Service. 

The new panting will be on the 
east side of Euclid avenue near 
Scott avenue and will form the 
central crossbar of an “H” with 
the two existing buildings of the 
Medical School already on the site. 

A grant of $450,000 was made 
early this year to the university 
for the purpose of erecting the 
building, on condition the univer- 
sity match the sum. Througit 
gifts announced previously, the 
amount has been matched, the 
Chancellor said. 

Harris Armstrong, St. Louis 
architect, has designed the build- 
ing, which will. have a modern, 
flexible interior arrangement, the 
announcement said. Contracts for 
erection of the structure have been 
awarded to the Gamble Construc- 
tion Co. of St. Louis. ‘ 

Flexibility in the interior ar- 
rangement is to be achieved by 
the use of movable partitions 
which may be. extended or con- 
tracted. This adaptability will 
provide for accommodation of both

existing research equipment and 
additional devices, the size of 
which cannot be foreseen, which 
may be developed in the fature, 
Dr. Compton explained. At least 
two laboratories on each floor will 
be air-conditioned. 

A formal garden for the Euclid 
avenue approach to the main en- 
trance has been designed by 
Thomas D. Church, San Francisco 
landscape architect. The building 
will be of brick and cut stone and 
will be six stories in height. 

Administrative arrangements for 
the laboratories have not been 
worked out, the university said. 

Plans for two hospitals to ‘be 
built in the university medical 
center had been announced. One 
of these is to be constructed with 
funds from the Barnard Free Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, which will 
sell its quarters at 3427 Washing- 
ton avenue for the purpose. That 
hospital is to be administered’ by 
the Barnard trustees under gen- 
eral jurisdiction of the university 
medical school. 

The other hospital will be David 
P.. Wohl Jr. Memorial Hospital, 
for which $500,000 came from the 
Wohl Foundation, set up by David 
P. Wohl, St. Louis ‘industrialist 
and philanthropist. An additional 
$250,000 grant was awarded for 


Wohl hospital by the United 
States Public Health Service.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (UP)— 
Americans bought fewer playing 
cards, less liquor and furs but 
they smoked more cigarettes in 
fiscal 1949 than in the previous 
year, tax collection figures showed 
today. 

Changes in postwar buying 
coupled with Republican-sponsored 


tax revisions last year reduced 
total collection of federal taxes 


$1,401,417,276 below those of fis- 


cal 1948. Total collections in fiscal 
1949 were $40,463,125,018, which 
were not enough to cover the 
Government’s spending in the 
same period. 

The result was a deficit of $1,- 
811,440,047. 

Trend Continuing. 

Reports for the first month of 
the 1950 fiscal year—it began July 
1 this Year—show that the trend 
is continuing, too. 

The biggest single decrease in 
tax revenue in the 1949 year ended 
June 30 was in individual income 
levies. Rates were reduced and 
deductions increased by the Eighti- 
eth Congress, and the full effect 
was felt in the 1949 fiscal year, 
Revenues declined from $20,997,- 
780,699 in fiscal 1948 to $18,051,821,- 
917 last year. 

Revenue from income and profit 
taxes on corporations, however, 
increased from $9,851,499,536 in fis- 
cal 1948 to $11,342,643,793 last year. 

Drop in Excise Tax Returns. 

Retailers’ excise taxes, long un- 
der fire and recently the subject 
of several attacks by Congress- 
men and business groups, dropped 
to $449,210,786 in fiscal 1949 from 
$469,922,738. The decrease was 
$20,711,951. 

Alcohol tax receipts dropped 
from $2,255,326,754 in 1948 to $2,- 
210,607,168 last year, while tobacco 
tax collections increased 321,594, 
617 to $1,321,874,769. 

The collection figures showed 
also that Americans might be go- 
ing to the movies more often, 
rather than staying home for a 
game of bridge. Tax collections 
on-theater and concert admissions 
increased $743,093 to $385,843,793, 
while tax on stamps sold for play- 
ing cards were valued at $7,563,- 
960, a decrease of $303,263. 

Excise taxes placed on the man- 
ufacture of many items increased 
from $1,649,234,052 to $1,771,532,722. 
Miscellaneous internal revenue 
collections increased $97,080,695 to 
31.752, 792,194. 

18 Per Cent From New Tork. 

New Tork State residents, com- 
prising 9.74 per cent of the total 
population, contributed 18.36 per 
cent of all federal taxes in fiscal 
1949. 

Missouri, with 2.66 per cent of 
the total population, contributed 
2.71 per cent of the taxes. Illinois, 
with 5.71 per cent of the popula- 
tion, contributed 8.82 per cent of 
the taxes. Mississippi, with 1.45 
per cent of the population, con- 
tributed only one-fourth of one 
per cent of all collections.

An increase of six tenths of 1 
Per cent in total federal taxes 
collected in the Eastern (St. 
Louis) District of Missouri for the 
fiscal year ending last June 30, as 
compared with 1947-1948, is shown 
in the annual report of George J. 
Schoeneman, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, issued today. 

The Eastern District of Missouri 
comprises the City of St. Louis 
and 53 counties. Its total collec- 
tions in the fiscal year ending last

The perfume oil then was 
handed back to Maragon. 

Hoey said there was nothing un- 
usual about that. He said there 
are very few prosecutions in such 
cases.

(AP)—The United Nations Special 
Committee on the kans said 
today Yugoslavia has reduced its 
aid to Greek guerrillas and may 
have halted such aid completely.

Idaho and California 
Systems Approved. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
The Senate voted money today 
for construction of two public 
power lines in the Central Valley 
of California. 

The unanimous voice vote was 
another in a series of victories 
for public power line advocates in 
overriding the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee. It had deleted 
power line funds from the House- 
approved Interior Department bill. 
The Senate also agreed today to 


| House-voted funds for a Reclama- 


tion Bureau power line at Ander- 
son Ranch Dam in Idaho. It was 
with the understanding, however, 
that the bureau will first negoti- 
ate with the Idaho Power Co. for 
a contract to transmit Govern- 
ment power over the company’s 
lines. 

The California lines were ap- 
proved when the Senate adopted 
an amendment by Senators Know- 
land (Rep.), California; Downer 
(Dem.), California, and Malone 
(Rep.), Nevada. 

600,000 Provided. 

The amendment provides $2,000,- 


000 for two controversial west side 


lines from Shasta to Tracy. The 
House had voted $3,000,000 and the 
Senate committee nothing. : 
The amendment also restored a 
House-approved $100,000 for sur- 
veys of power facilities in the 
Central Valley project. 


The Senate however, voted no 


money for several features ap- 


proved by the House. 

Knowland told the Senate the 
west side lines have been a part 
of the over-all Central Valley 
project since its inception. 

Malone said reliance on a con-

Want New Division of the Pie’: 


Uses Rivals Data in Argument 


Distortions in Distribution of Income Are 
Largely Responsible for Business Cycles, 


Union’s Economist 
Finding Board. 


Tells President’s Fact-

OBERT K. NATHAN, the CIO United Steel Workers’ consulting 


economist, appeared today 


before President Truman’s fact- 


finding board in the steel controversy as a witness to rebut the 


economic presentation of Jules 


Backman, associate professor of 


economics at New York University, who was engaged by the steel 


companies. 

Nathan, lantern-jawed, aggres- 
sive, and smart as a whip, chose 
to meet Backman on the profes- 
sor’s own ground, using the Back- 
man statistics, and supplementing 
them from the same sources Back- 
man used in instances where, Na- 
than said, Backman had presented 
only part of the statistical picture. 

This complex science of eco- 
nomics—or maybe, it is an art in- 
stead of a science—is truly a coat 
of many colors, like Joseph’s. The 
two economists elected to concen- 
trate on different colors. Or re- 
taining the coat analogy, it is like 
one of those fur-lined reversible 
overcoats. Backman chose to wear 
the tweed side as indicative of the 
steel industry's poverty; Nathan 
elected to turn the thing inside 
out and garb the industry with 
furs. 

Teh days ago Backman gave the 
industry five specific and one gen- 
eral standards for determining 
whether a wage increase would be 
ustifled. He found none would be, 
* any of these measurements. 

Today Nathan is accepting the 
same standards, citing data drawn 
from the e sources as Back- 
man's, supplementing them where 
he said Backman had made im- 
portant omissions, and finding 
that the steel workers are entitled 
to the 30-cent-an-hour wage “pack- 
age” increase the union is seeking. 

In Aceord on Criteria. 

All the two economists have in 
common is acceptance of these 
criteria for determination of wage 
levels: 

Ability to pay. 

Productivity. 

Changes in the cost of living. 

Comparisons with model“ 
budgets. 

Comparisons with wages in 
other industries paid for similar 
work, ; 

The sixth and more general 
criterion is “economic environ- 
ment” which takes in about ev- 
erything not covered specifically. 

Nathan started off with the 

“ability to pay concept, which 
Backman had said would create a 
“chaotic wage structure” and a 
redistribution of total income or a 
new division of the pie.” This 
argument Nathan met head-on. 

“Yes, we are really proposing 
that there be a change in the ‘di- 
vision of the pie“ Nathan testi- 
fied, “The union is making its 
demands for wage increases on 
the ground that profits of the steel 
companies are more than ample to 
meet these demands out of profits.

If Backman rejects the “ability 
to pay” theory, Nathan argued, 
that should drive him into the 
opposite conclusion — that wages 
should be set at the level the least 
profitable industry or company 
could afford.

There just is not any doubt but 
that the way in which our total 
income is distributed has an im- 
portant impact upon the level 
income itself.“ :

“On the basis of our data, the 
evidence shows that the steel in- 
dustry did not share the benefits 
of higher productivity to a sub 
stantial degree with its workers 
or with its customers. Steel prices 
over the past 10 years have not 
varied significantly from changes 
in prices of other commodities con- 
sidered in the aggregate.” 

Taking up the “cost of living” 
standard, because Backman had 
said wages in the steel industry 
have increased by 23 per cent and 
the congumers’ price index by. 27 
per cent, indicating a gain of 
“real” weekly earnings, Nathan 
chose a more recent period.. 

This shifting of base periods by 
economists—both Nathan and 
Backman have done it—makes ex- 
tremely difficult any unbiased in- 
telligent appraisal of where the 
truth lies. It’s as confusing as 
that ancient. but oft repeated skit 
of the comedians, Abbott and Cos- 
tello, “Who's on dase?“ or the per- 
haps more antique gag about the 
Pullman berths—“the lower the 
higher; the higher the lower“ 
and so ad infinitum. 

‘The basic argument we have 
made,” Nathan said, “is that con- 
sumer prices have gone down in- 
significantly and that. what has 
taken place in the past few 
months of this so-called adjust- 
ment has been a much sharper 
decline of production and employ- 
ment than of prices. Industrial 
production is off 15 per cent and 
unemployment is up two and one- 
half fold. The falling off of ap- 
proximately 3 per cent in the con-. 
sumer price index (since the peak 
last fall) has been paralleled by a 
decline of relatively similar pro- 
portions in consumer income. 

Little Change in Index. 

“The price index has been 
largely unchanged for the past 
five months, In fact, the index 
has been higher in each month 
subsequent to February than it 
was in February of this year. This 
means that real buying power of 
the mer is not increasing, 
and that therefore there is no in- 
crease in consumer demand, 

“Obviously the reductions in 
production and in employment 
over the past few months have re- 
sulted from the fact that business 
simply cannot sell all the goods 
and services it can produee.“

Britain Expects No Miracle in US. 
Talks, but It Hopes Steps Can Be 


Worked Out to Ease Dollar Crisis 


Problem Complex, Involves Domestic Politics 
of Various Countries as Well as Socialism- 
Capitalism Issue—First Task Is to Agree

LONDON, Aug. 25 (Up). 


RITAIN enters the Washington economic conference next month 
with no illusions that it can expect a miracle—a miracle that 


would solve all problems over 
for more money. But it hopes the 
failure. 


Between. those extremes there 
is a vast area for negotiation on 
some steps that will ease, but not 
solve, the British dollar crisis. 

That is the maximum British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 
Stafford Cripps and Foreign Sec- 
retary Ernest Bevin can hope for 
when they sit down with United 
States Secretary of the Treasury 
John W. Snyder and Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and the 
Canadian representatives to tackle 
what has become a periodical 
British crisis. 

The problem before these men 
is complex. It is entwined with 
domestic politics in all countries. 
It is a problem on which much 
emotion is spent each day. It in- 
cludes the Socialism versus cap- 
italism controversy. 

Likened to Man in Debt. 


At the expense of over-simplifi- 
cation the problem is not too 
much different—even though far 
more complex—than what hap- 
pens every year to a lot of in- 
dividual people. i 

A man who already is in debt 

expects to earn 35000 a year, but 
to continue living as he does at 
the moment, it * as though 
it will cost him $8000. He borrows 
$2000 hoping to be able to earn 
more. By midyear he finds that 
his expenses are running at the 
rate of $10,000 a year. 
The man finds a sponsor who 
has faith in. him. ‘The sponsor, 
who is interested in ‘seeing the 
man financially solvent, says he'll 
give him $5000, of which $3000 is 
a gift and $2000 is a loan, on the 
theory it will get him back on 
his feet. But the man finds that 
rising prices and failuré to earn 
what he anticipated makes his 
deficit grow even faster. 

That, in over-simplified terms, 
is where Britain is today.

Britain itself is split over how 
this problem should be tackled. 
There is a large@and very vocal 
group of Conservatives who be- 
lieve Britain should never have 
accepted the first American loan— 
that Britain should have tightened 
its belt and gone its own way. 
They also blame Socialist experi- 
ments. 

The Labor government however, 
ends toward the’ argument that 
Britain's crisis is not just Britain’s 
problem—it is a world problem 
and the rest of the world must 
help solve it. 

That’s where the Washington 

talks will start—discussion of all 
the vast complicated and techni- 
cal papers on the facts—trade fig- 
ures, gold reserves, monetary fluc- 
tuations and values, costs of pro- 
duction, cost of raw materials and 
cost of government. 
The first step will be to try to 
arrive at agreement on the causes 
of the current problem—whether 
it is primarily a British problem 
or a world problem.

For a City Bill of Rights 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 
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Cedric R. Worth, special assistant in the Navy 
Department, has admitted that he is the author 
of the B-36 “smear” memorandum. The current 
House investigation was based largely on this 
document. So, the probe, or at least this phase 
of it, has come to a scandalous anti-climax. It 


seems to be going the way of the atomic energy 


investigation. 99 9 
, Air Secretary Symington and Defense Secre- 
tary Johnson stoutly denied the insinuations of 
favoritism and corruption from the very outset. 

Representative Van Zandt, the chief critic of the 
Air Force and the Pentagon, could muster no 
more evidence against these men than that of 
the then anonymous memorandum, even though 
he denied that his charges were no more than a 
paraphrase of it. No witnesses were forthcoming 
to corroborate the document in any of its de- 
tails. And since its authorship and motivation 
have been brought to light, the thing looks as 
flat as a pancake. 

“Interest now swings from the accused to the 
accusers. Worth's superiors in the Navy De- 
partment may be called on to tell why it was 
possible for him to prepare such a.document for 
the “information” of Jonathan Daniels, who was 
considering appointment as Secretary of. the 
Navy. They also may be asked why Worth be- 
lieved that he was free to hand copies to mem- 
bers of Congress on his own authority. 

To the Navy’s credit, Worth has testified that 
none of his superiors saw the memoranduni. He 
has shouldered the full blame. Even so, there 
may be questions about a certain laxness which 
made it possible for a comparatively unimpor- 
tant individual in the Navy Department to keep 
a matter with such grave implications in his own 
hands. This was a matter for men with more 
authority than the speedily suspended Worth 
should have been able to claim. 

Representatives of plane manufacturers men- 
tioned by Worth also may be called. But they 
can hardly be expected to turn his rumors into 
facts. So his effort winds up as an unsubstanti- 
ated and unwarranted reflection on the integrity 
of respected public officials. Accepting his own 
testimony, it originated in a misguided zeal for 
what he believed ought to be the nation's de- 
fense policy. Actually, it turns out to be an un- 
savory bit of politicking which put a new strain 
on the formulation of a sound policy of co- 
operation between the services.

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A Gain for Party Responsibility 

A blow for responsible party government was 

struck by the Democratic National Committee in 
ousting five Southern States’ Rights party mem- 
bers. The expelled members violated party re- 
sponsibility by opposing the re-election of Presi- 
dent Truman last year.

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Tito Makes an Offer 

Yugoslavia’s Marshal Tito has offered to ne- 
gotiate “all disputed questions” with Russia. 
This looks more like a gesture made for the sake 
of the record than like the gambit in a genuine 
effort at reconciliation, Surely, Tito was not 
unaware that he was making his offer on the 
tenth anniversary of the Molotov-Ribbentrop 
pact. The date may well have been chosen as a 
not very subtle way of indicating contempt for 
totalitarian pacts. 

Be that as it may, there is no indication from 
Moscow of any desire on the part of the Krem-

No “Defense WPA” 

If Louis Johnson is running for President, as 
rumors have it, he is running at the moment on 
a popular horse, The Defense Secretary, has 
ordered the armed services to drop 135,000 civile 
ian employes, saving u half-billion dollars a year. 

The Associated Press says “anguished cries” 
went up from Congressmen whose. districts are 
losing some pork in the cut; no doubt some of 


them will follow through with alarms about erip- 


pling the nation’s defense. To take St. Louis as 
an example, however, the defense won't suffer 
by cutting off 200 persons at the Army Finance 
Center, leaving 4276, or by reducing the Army 
Engineer District by 146, leaving 738 on the pay- 
roll. And, speaking of the cut as a whole} Mr. 


Johnson certifies that the whole effect is to get 


“a dollar’s worth of defense for every dollar 
Congress gives,” and that he won't “tolerate a 
defense WPA.” 

In that excellent pursuit, Mr. Johnson can and 
we hope will go further. has dedicated him- 
self to the man-killing-ta$k of pushing unifica- 
tion of the armed forces to the peak of effi- 
ciency. The job did kill James Forrestal, who 
could report last March that moves already made 
had saved $56,500,000. But the Hoover Com- 
mission found room for more savings. 

There is no knowing how much could be 
picked up by a larger measure of weapons 
standardization and better co-ordinated, more 
businesslike purchasing policies. Advertising 
for volunteers when the rolls are already filled 
is a relatively minor incident, but there is room 
for more judicious paring in an agency that 
would do such a thing. 

It is laboring the obvious to say that no false 
economy should be allowed to weaken this coun- 
try’s ability to defend itself or its allies. But 


genuine economies in the defense budget will 


permit further providential investments in the 
public welfare budget and at the same time hold 
the tax burden within bounds. It should be 
equally obvious that these things, too, are part 
of the nation’s total strength and defense.

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Upholding Public Power Poliey 

Item by item, in the Southeast, Southwest and 
Far West, the Senate is following the House's 
lead by authorizing transmission lines from pub- 
lie power dams to the points at which electricity 
is needed. To do this, the upper chamber is 
overruling its own Appropriations Committee, an 
unusual step. But the committee’s attempt to 
kill off the transmission lines was a serious aber- 
ration that cried for cofrection. 

The often-declared policy of Congress is to 
have Government-produced electricity brought 
to consumers at the lowest prices consistent with 
the cost of the power.. To that end, the ree- 
lamation laws give municipal and co-operative 


distribution systems first call on electricity gen- 


erated at irrigation dams. This same preference 
was written into the TVA Act of 1933. It is 
also in the Flood Control Act of 1944. 


It became clear long ago that this policy could | 
be properly executed only if the Government 


owned transmission lines as well as power 
plants. Before 1934, for one example, private 
utilities had the only lines to Muscle Shoals. 


They bought only so much of the available power 


output as served their pleasure, and they paid 
their own dirt-cheap price. Ultimate consumers 
did not get the benefit, and the Treasury did not 
receive a fair return on the public power invest- 
ment at Musele Shoals. Then TVA came in and 
built trangmission lines, and the situations of 
both the consumers and the taxpayers great 


improved. 


Failing to block federal dams and power 
plants, private utilities have tried more recently 


to seize the transmission job as a.tribute-bearing 


province for themselves. Their Jobby found 
willing allies this year on a Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee stacked with servants of special 
interests. The House, and now the Senate body 
as a whole, are in harmony with a sound policy 
of long standing when they reject ‘such mis-

Her book, 
“Boot-Heel Doctor,” dealing with 
life in the Missouri section so 
nicknamed, appeared in 1941. 

“Mrs. Palmer’s Honey,” pub- 
lished in 1946, was a treatment of 
the race issue and segregation 
practices in a city easily recogniz- 
able as St. Louis. The publishers 
of this book, which appeared in 
1946, gave Mrs. Cook the first 
$2500 George Washington Carver 
Award. 

“Storm Against the Wall,“ deal- 
ing with the theme of anti- 
Semitism, appeared in 1948. The 
scene was St. Louis from the 1904 
World’s Fair period through the 
two world wars. 

Her most recent book, not yet 
published, is “The Long Bridge,” 
and is based on her acquaintances 
and experiences in the St. Louis 
art colony. She showed drawings 
and paintings in several exhibi- 
tions, and gave a solo art display 
in the spring of 1948. Some of her 
most effective works showed the 
life of sharecroppers. 

Since 1940, she was chairman 
of the Missouri Committee for Re- 
habilitation of Share Croppers. 
For three years she was a mem- 
ber of the Mayor’s Race Relations 
Commission. Before she had be- 
come known as a writer, she was 
a part-time instructor in English 
in Washington University, and 
editor of the Missouri Bulletin, 
League of Women Voters.

This is. the season for chicken. 
Farmers are culling their flocks 
and fryers and stewing hens are 
coming in. Now is the time to 
satisfy the family’s call for 
chicken, 

There are several schools of 
theught on fried chicken. There 
is the dipped in batter, the floured, 
‘the plain, fried in salad oil or 
drippings school. Whatever your 
school, you will find that fried 
chicken is improved by half an 
hour’s sojurn in a slow oven at 
325 degrees. This period of bak- 
ing completes the cooking and im- 
proves the flavor. 

Hat biscuits are a “must” in 
many families. Cornmeal] biscuits, 
fried in the skillet in which the 
chicken has fried, are an innova- 
tion which most families will not 
mind trading for the ordinary 
baking powder variety. It takes 
only a few minutes for the biscuits 
to brown through. They rise and 
bake just as biscuits do in the 
oven. As soon as they are golden 
brown on the under side, turn and 
fry them on the other side. They 
come out crisp and brown with a 
light biscuit texture and with the 
flavor of chicken throughout.

Kai-shek appealed to Nationalist 
China today for a finish fight 


against the “aggression” of the 


“Communist International.” The 


Reds answered with a new push 
on uneasy Canton. 

The Chinese Reds have “un- 
masked themselves as interna- 
tional agents,” the. Nationalist 
Generalissimo declared. He pic- 
tured their power waning as a 
“strong arrow reaching the end of 
its flight.” 

However, he also seemed to see 
the end of Canton as his Govern- 
ment’s refugee capital, For he 
said: “Today Chungking will again 
become the center for the fight 
against aggression.” 

New Red Drive. 


The new Communist drive was | 


unleashed by one-eyed Gen. Liu 
Po-cheng,in the southwest corner 
of Kiangsi province. It threatened 
three towns near the Kwangtung 
province border—all within an arc 
140 miles northeast of Canton. 

It was believed the Reds were 
trying to take Chiennan, Lungnan 
and Tingnan as springboards for 


an enveloping movement aimed at || 


cutting the Canton-Hankow rail- 
way at Kukong, 125 miles north 
of Canton. If the maneuver suc- 
ceeded, large Nationalist forces 
would be forced to retreat or risk 
encirclement. Canton would be 
seriously threatened. 

Some 2000 Communist irregulars 
from Kwangtung were moving 
toward a meeting with Liu’s 
forces.

“In the past four years, the 
Communist International] first 
robbed us of the land, people and

He asserted Communist morale 
was declining and the Red polit- 
ical position was weakening, Since 
the Reds crossed the Yangtze in 
April, he said, their difficulties 
have increased, especially after 
they occupied large cities. 

“Tens of thousands of people in 
Communist-held areas are rising 
up everywhere to fight against 
them,” declared 

On the southeast China front, a 
state of emergency was pro- 
claimed at the big port of Amoy 
in Fukien province opposite For- 
mosa. The city is Nationalist 
mainland headquarters for south- 
eastern China. Red forces moving 
down from Communist-held Foo- 
chow on the coastal highway were 
nearing Chuanchow, 45 miles 
northeast of Amoy.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Aug. 25 
(AP) — Declining profits through 
1950 are seen for farmers by Ches- 
ter C. Davis, president of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis. 

He told an Arkansas» bankers’ 
seminar banquet that, “like the 
nation, Arkansas farmers will suf- 
fer some gross and some net 
loss." However, he added that, 
“even with the price slump, the 
grower is much better off than 
during the years between the two 
world wars.” 

Davis said the efficient farmer 
will make money over the next 
two years and asserted the sharp 
drop in farm prices which fol- 
lowed World War I is not antici- 
pated. 

Davis expects “real difficulties” 
with major commodities wheh this 
country stops lending money 
abroad to finance exports. He 
cautioned the adjustment will not 
be easy and said Government 


price support and high level Gov- 


ernment loans can help cushion, 
but cannot avert the shock. 

“We are living in a fool’s para- 
dise if we think otherwise,” he 
said. “A system of rigid, legis- 


lated price supports extending in- 
definitely into the future and at 
levels higher than the over-all 
supply and demand situation will 
support will have extrenfely un- 
desirable consequences.” 

Davis said he favors a flexible 
farm support program rather 
than one which “legislates rigidi- 
ties into the farm price structure.”

States. Washington not only wants 
to foster American agriculture, 
but also wants a healthy domestic 
sugar industry in case of War. 
Sugar, as a source’ of industrial 
alcohol, is one of the important 
raw materials of modern warfare. 

Western and Southern sugar 
farmers say that with sufficient 
protection they could go a Jong 
way toward supplying our néeds. 
They think Cubans are favored 
over them. 

Cuban Viewpoint. 

The Cubans, of course, say they 
furnished us adequately in the last 
war, and that encouragement of 
the Cuban sugar industry would 
be good American policy. They 
also say they can produce sugar 
cheaper than we can. 

The Hawaiian dock strike has 
kept most of the islands’ output 
from reaching West Coast re- 
finers. But the sugar brokerage 
firm of B. W. Dyer & Co. believes 
the strike “is not too important as 
a long-term price making influ- 
ence on United States refined 
sugars.” Dyer eites the United 
States sugar quota law of 1948, 
saying that if Hawaiian supplies 
cannot enter this market, the 
Hawaiian quota can be reallocated 
to other suppliers, such as Cuba 
and Puerto Rico, which currently 
have a surplus. 

However, Truman M. Gill of 
Beeville, Tex., president of the 
American Bottlers of Carbonated 
Beverages, contends that if the 
Agriculture Department delays 
much longer in letting more Cu- 
ban sugar into the country, “it 
may Well be that this Cuban sugar 
will have been sold in the world 
market,” 

The quota he objects to was set 
last December. It estimates Amer- 
ican consumption this year at 7 
250,000 tons. Gill says the country 
consumed 250,000 tons more than 
that last year and presumably will 
this. He fears a shortage this fall 
that will force up the price the 
bottlers have to pay. 

Refiners Nervous. 

Sugar refiners here have been 
nervous about the price in-the last 
month. Several times they an- 
nounced they would ask for 8 
cents a pound, and then withdrew 
the quotation before it became ef- 

fective, Some brokers think this 
may happen this time. 

However, refiners insist they 
aren't making money at the pres- 
ent selling price of 7.85 cents, 
since for some time now they 
have been paying the year’s top 
price for raw sugar of 5.90 cents 
a pound.

FOREST BLAZES 


Situation Still Serious, 
However, in Idaho— 
One Killed, 4 Hurt in 
California. 


By the Associated Press. 

The fight against fires ravaging 
North American forests took a 
favorable turn today. Rain and 
diminishing winds aided the fire 
fighters. 

The situation is still serious, 
however, in many areas. Flames 
have wiped out valuable timber 
in the western United States, New 
England and Canada. 

One person wag killed and four 
injured yesterday in California’s 


’ forest fires. Harry T. Meyers, 32- | 
was | 


year-old lumber crewman, 
killed by a falling tree in Stanis- 
laus National Forest where flames 
have blackened more than 7100 


Trouble in Idaho, 

Fire fighters in Idaho's national 
forest still were running into 
troubles. One of four major 
blazes in Payette National Forest 
broke loose yesterday and ran 
over an estimated 6000 acres. 

The total Payette fire area 
spread to 24,000 acres. An addi- 
tional 125 men were being added 

1700 attempting to check 
the flames. TWO of the main 
fires were under control. 

The outlook in the Black Hills 
of South Dakota was promising. 
Rangers looked for favorable 
winds to blow the flames back 
over burned out areas. An esti- 
mated 5000 acres of timberland 
and 10,000 acres of grassland were 
hit. 

Backfires saved Tilford, a South 
Dakota village of 100 population 
from destruction yesterday. 

About a dozen forest fires still 
were burning in New England 
but none was reported as serious. 

Showers in New England. 

Scattered showers fell over New 
England yesterday but there was 
not enough rain to alleviate the 
dangerous parched condition of 
the land. A small fire flickered in 
Massachusetts at the village of 
Rowe but was checked after burn- 
ing 30 acres. 

Maine Forest Commissioner Al- 
bert D. Nutting said the worst of 
eight fires burning in his state 
was in the Flagstaff-Dead River 
area. Two years ago forest fires in 
Maine killed 16 persons and caused 
$30,000,000 in property damage. 

Heavy rains also fell in the 
devastated Yellowstone Park area. 
Officials believe all four fires 
there may be controlled within 
a day or two. 

In Canada, the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests re- 
ported all that province’s 151 fires 
were under control. No real re- 
lief from the current dry spell 
was forecast, however. 


More Firefighters Killed in 3 
Weeks Than in Last 5 Years. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (UP)— 
More men have died fighting fires 
in the public forests in the last 
three weeks than during the previ- 
ous five years, the Forest Service 
reported today. 

The August death toll among 
Forest Service fire fighters stands 
at 17. These men died in Mon- 
tana, Idaho and California. 


Only 13 fire fighters were lost 
in all national forest fires during 
the period from July 1, 1944, 
through July 1949. Ironically, the 
Forest Service last July 10 com- 
pletéd its first 365 days on record 
without an accidental death from 
any cause—fire, traffic, or other- 
wise.

DUE TO A RAFFLE 


Post Office Warned’ Cincin- 
nati Institution, but It Ig- 
nored Scheduled Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
The Post Office Department an- 
nounced today it has stopped mail 


‘deliveries to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Cincinnati, because it has been 
conducting a charity raffle. The 
notice appeared in the Postal Bul- 


letin, circulated to postmasters. 
The department’s announcement 
said it had evidence that circulars 
and “lottery -tickets” had been 
sent through the mails by the 
hospital soliciting donations and 
giving the donors chances on 
prizes to be drawn at the institu- 
tion’s annual festival on Aug. 27-28. 


Postal officials said there was 
no question but that the collec- 
tions were ta be used for a char- 
itable purpose, but that this factor 
could not be considered in view 
of many precedents for action 
against similar benefit drawings. 


The Department: said it gave 
the hospital notice Aug. 19 that 
the raffle was being questioned, 
and that a hearing was called in 
Washington for last Tuesday but 
that no representative of the hos- 
pital appeared. 


Although the general order 
might be used to return all mail 
addressed to the hospital with a 
“fraudulent” stamp on the cover, 
officials said it, would be applied 
only to intercept mailings in con- 
nection with the prize drawings. 

This means that although no 
mail will be delivered to the hos- 
pital, hospital authorities may 
visit the Cincinnati Post Office 
and open their mail there in the 
presence of an ‘inspector, being 
permitted to take away all cor- 
respondence not associated with 
the raffle. 


G.A.R. WINS BRIEF

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 23 (AP) 
-The Grand Army of the Re- 
public has won da preliminary 
skirmish in its final campaign. 


It will march triumphantly 
three-fourths of the way around 
Monument Circle next Wednesday 
—in order that station WFBM-TV 
may televise its parade. 


The last survivors of the Boys 
in Blue are to hold their eighty- 
third and final encampment here 
next week. The old soldiers—five 
centenarians are expected to ride 
in the parade—wanted to have 
their parade televised.

The 
Indianapolis Board of Safety stood 
firm—only one quarter for the

The Grand Army was ready to

the board.

SMITH VETOES BILL TO ALTER 
AUTO SALES TAX COLLECTION 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 25 
(AP)—Gov. Forrest Smith used his 
veto power for the second time to- 
day. He rejected a bill changing 
the way sales taxes are collected | 
on automobiles. 


The bill sought to give a car 
owner credit for sales or use taxes 
paid in the state where the ve- 
hicle was bought. Sponsors said 
they wanted to avoid the double 
taxation of the present law. It 
requires payment of the 2 per cent 
Missouri sales tax whether a simi- 
lar tax was paid in another state 
or not. 

Smith said he thought the prin- 
ciple was fair and sound, but he 
vetoed the bill because the lan- 
guage of its title did not coincide 
with the phraseology of the bill 
itself. He said that raised a ques- 
tion about its validity.

We do it as decently as we 
can, of course, but it’s still a trade with over- 
tones of heartbreak and scattered reams, and 
reminders that you can’t take it with you.” 

The effects of steel-king Elbert H. Gary 
were auctioned off by Parke-Bernet for $3,000,000. 
Some of J. P. Morgan’s belongifigs were put 
under the “hard, white light” and sold to bid- 
ders—many “of whom might have had some 
difficulty getting the frosty old financier’s nod 
in his most benevolent hour. 

The stunning magpie-nests of Mr. and Mrs, 
E. T. Stotesbury, the pious Genevieve Garvan 
Brady, Edith Rockefeller McCormick, Joseph 
Brummer and many other tycoon and tycooness

The original Manuscript of “Alice In Wonder- 
land” brought $50,000 to the estate of Eldridge 
Johnson. At the auction of paintings by well- 
known people last fall, for the benefit of the 
Urban League, Gen. Dwight Eisenhower sub- 
mitted a sealed bid of $50 for his first work— 
the head of an indian. It was knocked down 
to a Philadelphia grocer for $2600.

“A BIG NAME adds to the value of prop- 
erty,” Mary told us. “But the article must have 
some intrinsic value, too. One usually hears 


about the big prices brought by this or that, but 
the families seldom think we get enough for 
them. 

“They think of the original costs, perhaps, 
or what the item would now cost at, say, Tif- 
fany’s. That hard, white light does something to 
property, and it occasionally makes some of us 
feel like dignified, ambulance chasers. But it 
has to be done, and we still get twice as many 
requests as solicitations.” 

The dean of New York auctioneers of estates 
is Hiram Parke, a man past 70 who looks like 
an honest judge, and who never raises his voice. 
He speaks very earnestly and is a marvel at 
impressing his avid listeners with the fact that if 
they fail to up a bid on this or that—including 
J. P. Morgan's mustache cup—they will never 
forgive themselves. 

Hiram is so good that certain people with 
sensitive ears have repeatedly sworn that they’ve 
heard the ghosts trying to buy back their stuff.
